The Collin County Com­ 
missioners will act on a 
relatively light agenda at 9 
a.m. Monday morning, but 
the major item to be con­ 
sidered is the possible 
awarding of a bid on voting 
machines for the county. 
Scheduled as the last item 
on the agenda, the voting 
machine bid will be con­ 
sidered, but only after a 
presentation by the AVM 
Corp. on their new machine, 
which is a combination of the 
punchcard 
and 
optical 
scanning devices, according 
to County Judge Nathan 
White Jr. 
In two recent meetings, 
the County Election Board 
has endorsed and reaffirmed 
that endorsement of the 
purchase of optical scanning 
devices manufactured by the 
Gyrex Corp. 
However, 
those 
two 
meetings took place before it 
was known that AVM Corp., 
one of the largest and oldest 
voting machine manufac­ 
turers in the nation, had a 
device incorporating optical 
scanning techniques. 
In addition, the devices 
manufactured by Gyrex 
Corp. have not been ap­ 
proved for use in Texas by 
the Secretary 
of State’s 
office, nor are any of the 
devices in use in 
any 
political subdivision in the 


United States, according to a 
competitor. 
Two weeks ago, com­ 
missioners received a bid 
from the Gyrex Corp. in the 
amount of $155,092 for 22 
voting 
machines, 
but 
commissioners declined to 
award the bid at that time. 
Last week, commissioners 
were due to discuss the 
matter once again; however, 
the AVM machine came up 
for 
discussion, 
thereby 
delaying the matter for 
another week. 
Of the actions open to the 
commissioners, they are 
expected to either reject 
Gyrex’s bid and order new 
bid solicitations, or approve 
the bid with the proviso that 
the sale won't be finalized 
unless the devices are ap­ 
proved by Secretary of State 
Mark White. 
Prior to that discussion, 
though, the commissioners 
will consider the proposed 
installation of a buried cable 
in Precinct 2 by General 
Telephone Co., and will 
consider right-of-way maps 
and deeds on FM 3133 new 
Sedalia in Precinct 3. 
Also, commissioners will

request from 
Collin Memorial Hospital to 
approve the Creation and use 
of two subsidiary bank ac­ 
counts by the hospital.

E very 
needy 
college 
student has a rich uncle. His 
name is Sam. 
Last school year Uncle had 
$535 million to pass out —no 
strings, no interest —to 
needy students. 
But, funny thing: he could 
only give away $400 million 
under the program known as 
B asic E ducation 
O ppor­ 
tunity Grants. No one ap­ 
plied for the rest. 
For 
the 
college 
year 
starting up in September, 
therefore, there will be $795 
million in the basic grant 
kitty controlled by the Office 
of Education, Department of 
H ealth, 
E ducation 
and 
Welfare. That includes the 
$135 million left over from 
last year. 
Eligible sudents may be 
aw arded anyw here from 
$200 to $1,400 a year to help 
meet educational expenses. 
The grants may not cover 
more than one-half of the 
total cost of education. 
This includes tuition, fees, 
room and board, books, sup­ 
plies and m iscellaneous 
expenses. 
This 
relatively 
new 
program first took effect in 


1973. Only freshmen were 
eligible that first year -fo r 
students starting their post- 
high school education after 
April I, 1973. 
This year, that date still 
applies but three classes of 
students now meet that 
eligibility. That’s why the 
kitty is so much larger this 
year than last. Freshmen, 
sophomores and juniors can 


apply- 
, 
Half-time students qualify. 
The list of approved schools 
runs to more than 5,000 and 
i n c l u d e s 
v o c a t i o n a l , 
technical, business schools, 
hospital schools of nursing, 
traditional 
colleges and 
universities. 
To apply for a Basic Grant 
you must first complete and 
submit an “Application for 
D eterm ination 
of 
Basic 
Grant Eligibility” for the 
1975-76 academic year. 
The forms are available 
from high schools, colleges, 
libraries, or by writing Basic 
G rants, 
F O . 
Box 
84, 
Washington, D.C. 20044 
. Within four to six weeks 
you’ll 
get 
a 
“ Student 
Eligibility Report,” which 
tells whether you qualify 
The next step: take this 
report to the financial aid 
officer at the school in which 
you are enrolled or enrolling. 
The financial aid officer will 


then calculate the amount of 
the Basic Grant Award. 
Actually, it is a gift. No 
repayment is required. 
Eligibility is determined 
according to a financial 
form ula that establishes 
your fam ily’s ability to 
contribute to your education. 
On the form will be listed 
such things as 
incom e, 
assets, number of children in 
your family in college. 
You can apply any time, 
from now through March. If 
you need the money to put 
toward the first semester 
bills, the sooner you apply 
the better.

manager of Isbell Seafood 
Inc., the firm employing 23 
of the fishermen, said some 
were threatened earlier this 
month. 
“ It was an ou tsid er,” 
Morino said. “ He was just a 
little drunk I think. They 
were just over there acting 
silly.” 
Two men were jailed on 
trespass charges and one 
was fined $202.50 for assault 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
threats. 
Morino said one man told 
the Vietnamese, “I’m am 


American and I have a right 
to throw you out of here and 
send you back to Vietnam.” 
Morino said his firm was 
thrilled to find the foreign 
workers because it is dif­ 
ficult to hire men who will 
agree to be away from their 
families for weeks or, later 
in the season, months. 
“They’re methods are a 
little bit different than ours. 
They’re learning. They’re 
working out very w ell,” he 
said. 
“They make a darn good 
standard of living. At the 
least they will earn $7,000 to 
$8,000. They’re pooling their 


money. We told them we 
w ere 
not 
a 
charity 
organization, that they were 
going to pay for everything 
they got. They agreed. They 
said they were happy to do 
so.” 
Even with sponsorship, 
finding a job has been an 
overriding concern for the 
Vietnamese in Texas. 
Refugee women in Plano 
near 
Dallas 
are 
mowing 
lawns to supplement family 
incomes. 
Nguyen Duy Thuan, 29, a 
former South Vietnam air 
force pilot who escaped from 
Saigon with his family in 


April and joined a sponsor in 
San 
Antonio, 
sa y s 
h e’s 
grateful to be working as a 
carpenter’s helper at $2 an 
hour. 
“The people at work are 
very friendly,” Thuan said. 
“Some of the Mexicans don’t 
speak English very well so 
now I’m starting to learn 
Spanish. 
It’s easier 
than 
English. 
“We’re getting along very 
well. My wife feels very good 
over here. She likes 
the 
United States,” Thuan said. 
Language remains one of 
the main problems of ad­ 
justment, but the refugees

One refugee more than 
just getting by is Dr. Nguyen 
Van The, who is employed at 
the Hale Health Clinic near 
Lubbock. The (pronounced 
Tay) comm un tes from his 
home in New Deal where he 
is the small town’s only 
physician. 
D udley H all, asso cia te 
regional commissioner with 
the Department of Health 
Education and Welfare in 
Dallas, says “it’s kind of 
accidental” that Texas has 
become home for so many 
refugees. 
Hall, who helped organize 
the U.S. program for Viet­ 
nam ese refugees, said the 
first refugees in the state 
had employment or sponsors 
before they arrived. Without 
a job or sponsor, refugees 
must wait it out at one of the 
four government sponsored 
refugee 
cam ps 
for 
a 
volunteer agency 
to 
find 
them a job. 
“ As volunteer agen cies 
begin placing more of them 
the number will probably 
increase significantly here,” 
Hall said. “The idea has 
been not to concentrate 
Vietnamese 
where 
unem­ 
ployment is high and Texas 
has a lot of electrical in­ 
dustry arid offers jobs which 
require manipulative skills, 
which are easy to learn.” 
And there are other fac­ 
tors 
for 
the 
T exas 
population. 
One 
is 
the 
weather. 
“It’s not nearly as hot as 
V ietnam , but it’s 
m ore 
conducive than New York 
C ity.” 
Hall 
said. 
“ The 
natural choice for refugees 
with no other ties would be to 
stay in the South.” 
F riends 
of 
F reedom , 
another refugee assistance 
group, says it has brought 
136 refugees to San Antonio, 
about 85 per cent of the total 
number of Vietnamese in the 
area. 
“We’ve got them jobs,” 
sa y s 
FOF official 
John 
Bernardoni. “ I would say of 
the group we brought in, 
maybe 60 per cent have jobs. 
D espite 
the 
gen erally 
receptive attitude in San 
Antonio, 
som e 
larger 
businesses have balked at 
hiring refugees, according to 
resettlement workers. 
But 
overall 
the 
job 
prospects are good for the 
refugees, Hall said. 
“We have at least 150 jobs 
on farms and ranches. We 
have calls from farmers and 
ranchers all over Texas that 
are just begging for them. 
One guy had 5,000 acres and 
said he’d take all of them he 
could get.” 
Other 
refugees 
are 
manufacturing 
furniture, 
one is an optician, another 
owns a 
motel, one 
man 
makes a living repairing 
radios and tape recorders.

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Regulators i Tire and Be Damned 


. 
f r n n t a t i o n

The two forces, about 2,000 
R egulators of the back- 
country and 
1,000 militia 
under Gov. William Tryon, 
faced each other along the 
banks of Alamance Creek, 
near Hillsborough, N.C. in 
mid-May 1771. 
When Tryon ordered the 
Regulators to lay down their 
arm s and retu rn 
home 
peaceably, 
they angrily 
snarled, 
“ F ire and 
be 
dam ned!” 
after about an 
hour the governor gave the 
order to fire, but the militia 
hesitated. R ising in his 
stirrups, Tryon is reported to 
have shouted at his men, 
“Fire!! Fire on them or on 
m e !” 
A 
general 
battle 
lasting about two hours 
ensued. When the smoke 
cleared nine men lay dead on 
each side; many others were 
wounded. 
As 
the 
disorganized Regulators fled 
from the scene the governor 
claimed a m ajor victory 
over “lawless desperadoes." 
Others Executed 
One of the captured in-

surgents, Jam es Few, was 
executed on the spot. Six 
o th ers, 
guilty 
of 
treaso n , 
w ere 
executed 
about a month later. 
How had 
this 
violence 
com e about? Why w ere 
Americans shooting at one 
another in North Carolina? 
Sectional clashes had not 
been 
unusual in 
colonial 
America, and hard feelings 
in this colony had existed for 
a long time. Troubles here 
could not be blamed on 
Great B ritain; there were of 
local origin. 
As in some other colonies, 
North C arolina’s w estern 
counties felt that they were 
not fairly represented in the 
General Assembly. And the 
backcountry 
people 
felt 
oppressed by laws passed by 
a legislature dominated by 
easterners. 
Strife Is Normal 
Throughout the history of 
North Carolina there had 
been much strife and tur­ 
m oil. Divisions betw een 
eastern and western people 
w ere based in p art on 
g e o g ra p h ic a l iso la tio n , 
conflicting land claim s, and 
different ethnic groups. In 
the 1700s many newcomers 
cam e into the colony from 


V irginia: 
U lster 
Scots, 
W elsh, 
G erm ans 
and 
E nglishm en 
who 
w ere 
strong individualists often 
ready to take the law into 
their own hands. 
In ju stices existed, and 
frontiersmen had numerous 
grievances. They claimed 
discrimination against them 
in taxation; they denounced 
the trick ery of sheriffs, 
lawyers and court officials, 
which meant exorbitant fees 
and the frequent seizure and 
sale of property for non­ 
paym ent 
of 
tax es 
or 
judgments. 
Loose Organization 
On the eve of the American 
Revolution 
the 
North 
Carolina malcontents were 
loosely 
organized 
as 
Regulators 
(that is, they 
w’anted to regulate their own 
affairs). Complaints in the 
early 1760s indicated that the 
frontier people were ripe for 
revolt, but disturbances at 
this time were temporarily 
quieted. 
In 
1765, a 
new royal 
governor, 
William 
Tryon, 
arrived in North Carolina. 
He was a tough-minded, law- 
and-order type of man who 
would take all necessary 
steps to suppress distur-

battle was won without a 
shot being fired. It happened 
on July 30, 1780, when a 
Colonial Army force of 600 
marched on 
the Loyalist 
garrison of Fort Anderson, 
South Carolina The Patriots 
persuaded the Loyalists to 
surrender with nary a gun 
being fired. 
On July 31, 
1777, the 
Marquis de Lafayette of 
fered his services to the 
C ontinental C ongress He 
was commissioned a Major 
General in the Continental 
Army - at the age of 20. 
Inspired by the spirit of the 
American 
Revolution, 
the 
brilliant leader offered to 
serve as a volunteer at no 
expense. Many a monument 
has been erected to the 
memory of one of the most 
colorful 
figures 
of 
the 
American Revolution 
The foreru n n er of the 
United States Air Force was 
established on Aug. I, 1907 
when the United States 
Army 
Air 
Force 
was 
established It was created 
by the Aeronautical Division 
of the Signal Corps when the 
Army issued specifications 
for its first plane. By 1911 the 
Army had five planes and by 
1917 there were 55 planes-- a 
far 
cry 
from 
to d ay ’s 
powerful U.S. Air Force 
It was alm ost two years to 
the day from issuing of 
specifications to the first 
plane. On Aug. 2, 1909, the 
U.S. Army became the first 
in history to accept an air 
plane for m ilitary service. 
The Wright Brothers’ ex­ 
periments had paid off. At 
Fort 
M yer, 
Va. 
they 
delivered a Model B aircraft 
to the A rm y-the forerunner 
of a winged aram ada. 


bances. 
Sim m ering 
discontent 
erupted into demonstrations 
in the spring of 1768 It was 
time for the collection of 
taxes, and the news that 
Governor Tryon was going to 
build a 
handsome, large 
home at public expense did 
not cool the hot tempers. 
Arrests Made 
Regulators drew together 
in an association to oppose 
unlaw ful taxes and ex­ 
cessive fees, and to demand 
ju stice. 
At 
this 
point 
g o v e r n m e n t 
o f f i c e r s 
arrested William Butler and 
Herman Husband, leaders ot 
the Regulators, and charged 
them with inciting rebellion. 
O utraged citizens m a r ­ 
ched to Hillsborough to try to 
rescue 
the 
prisoners. 
Governor Tryon called out 
the militia to maintain or­ 
der, 
and 
faced 
by 
an 
organized force of trained 
troops, the Regulators went 
home. 
Troubles did not end here, 
however. Sympathy for the 
R egulators in the back­ 
country increased and in 
September 1770, a mob took 
over 
the 
court 
at 
Hillsborough. 
A practicing atto rn ey , 
William 
Hooper 
(later a 
signer of the Declaration of 
I n d e p e n d e n c e ) , 
w a s 
“ dragged 
and 
paraded 
through the stre e ts and 
treated with every m ark of 
contempt and insult.’’ After 
the Regulators burned Judge 
Henderson’s house, it was 
rumored they were going to 
m arch 
to 
New 
Bern 
to 
overawe the assembly. 
G overnor 
Tryon 
had 
summoned his council for 
advice, and the assembly 


ved 
fro n tstlon 
at 
Alamance 
quickly adopted a severe 
and outlaws.

measure to deal with riots 
the Regulators was one o. swift! 
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The provincialism of colonial America was due in large part 
lo the slow distribution of news. Here, for example, we see 
that important events which took place in North ( arolina in 
mid-May were not made known in the press at Philadelphia 
until June 20, 1771. The news had come by way of a private 
letter, which was the usual way much of it was carried in 
those days. Uncertainties of travel and irregular sailings of

deserters and draft dodgers 
from both the north and the 
south hiding in a

swamp

This swamp was 
called Jernigan’s Swamp 
and was where Finch Park is 
now located. 
These renegades were 
called “Bushwackers ’ and 
made life miserable for the 
surrounding area. At night 
they would slip out and steal 
food and anything else they 
could find. With nearly all 
the able bodied men of the 
county away at war, they 
had things just to their 
liking. 
At last the people of 
McKinney sent an appeal to 
William Clarke 
Quantrill. 
who was camped at Sher­ 
man, to come down and give 
them some relief from these 
bushwackers.

his best men and surrounded 
the swamp. As the day 
progressed, Quantrill s men 
captured 42 bushwackers 
and marched them to the 
town square. 


Bloody Scene 
Once tbere, Quantrill’s 
men hung all 42 men from a 
limb on the southeast corner 
of the square by the large 
public well. So much blood 
ran into the well, it was 
covered over and never used 
again. A new well had to be 
dug on the northwest corner 
of the square. 
In the town of McKinney 
there were not many people 
who were not all for the 
South and its cause, but 
there were a few Union 
sympathizers. Not too much 
is known of the only battle 
fought in the war happening 
in Collin County, if a battle it 
could be called. It took place 
in 1863 on S. Tennessee St. 
At that time Quantrill and 
his partisan raiders had 
arrived in McKinney from 
Sherman 
and had taken 
rooms in the Tucker Hotel on 
the northeast corner of the 
square. They had come, they 
said, to kill the sheriff of 
Collin County, one James 
Reed. The reason they were 
going to kill him was not 
made known. 
Support Gathered 
When Reed heard 
this 
news, he gathered together 
some of his followers and 
rode to the southeast corner 
of the square, but since Reed 
had 
only 
18 
men 
and 
Quantrill had 60. Reed and 
his men withdrew down 
Tennessee St., and took 
cover in the mill that was not 
yet completed and had lots of 
large rocks lying about. 
As 
Reed’s 
men 
took 
shelter behind the large 
rocks, Quantrill and his men 
took up positions a short way 
to the north and began firing. 
Many shots were fired on 
each side from mid morning 
until into the evening when it 
got too dark to see a target. 
All of the sheriff’s men had 
their horses killed and some 
of his men were gravely 
injured. As soon as dark 


permitted, all Reed’s men 
went home leaving only 
Reed and one other man, 
j.M . 
McReynolds 
from 
Kaufman County. He was in 
Collin County searching for 
the robbers who had robbed 
and killed his neighbor, Mr. 
Lackey. 
On The Trail 
Lackey had been killed 
earlier in the week and 
McReynolds was on the 
murderers’ trail. 
As darkness covered their 
escape. 
Reed 
and 
M cReynolds 
borrowed 
horses and attempted to get 
away down the old Millwood 
road As Quantrill had many 
sympathizers in McKinney, 
he was soon advised of the 
escape route and made haste 
to capture the two before 
they got away.

program strictly emphasizes 
the boy 
first, 
the sport 
second, and the purpose of Y 
football is to provide the 
boys of Plano with the best 
atmosphere possible to learn 
good sportsm anship and 
play good football.

School Codes Issued 


Plano Independent School 
District officials have issued 
a reminder to all secondary 
students in the system* and 
their parents concerning the 
student dress, smoking and 
drug abuse policies of the 
district 
Dress and grooming of 
secondary 
students 
for 
school is expected to be in 
keeping 
with 
accepted 
community standards, the 
officials pointed out. 


Guidelines adopted by the 
School 
Board 
for 
boys 
require that shirts be worn 
inside pants, unless squared 
off at the bottom, and do not 
permit sleeveless shirts to be 
worn Shoes and socks must 
also be worn. 
The dress code also states 
that boys’ hair must be clean 


a n d 
w e ll-g r o o m e d . 
Sideburns that are neatly 
trimmed are permitted by 
the code, but beards and 
mustaches are not allowed. 
For 
girls, 
the 
code 
stipulates that shorts, see­ 
through, midriff and halter- 
type blouses and bare feet 
will not be permitted. Any 
type of long pants which are 
suitable in appearance may 
be worn 
The policy adopting the 
dress code provides for the 
suspension of any 
student 
violating the policy or the 
intent of the policy until such 
time 
that 
the 
student 
presents himself properly 
dressed and groomed. 
The 
smoking 
policy 
prohibits students to have or 
use tobacco on school buses, 


on, adjacent to or across the 
street from school campuses 
during and a reasonable 
time before and after school. 


First offenders of the 
smoking policy will 
be 
suspended 
until 
their 
parents confer with school 
officials, while second of­ 
fenders will be suspended for 
three school days, and third 
and succeeding offenders 
will be suspended for five 
school day s. 


In all cases of suspension 
for use or possession of 
tobacco, no make-ap will be 
permitted, school officials 
emlhasized. 
'Die district’s policy on 
dangerous drugs and nar­ 
cotics abuse also includes 
alcoholic beverages, ac­ 
cording to school officials. 


The drug abase policy 
provides for an indefinite 
expulsion, not to exceed the 
balance of the semester, for 
any student known to have a 
dangerous 
drug 
in 
his 
possession or known to be 
under the influence thereof 
while in school or while 
participating in a school- 
sponsored function, or who 
has been convicted of a 
misdemeanor or felony for 
possession, use or sale of a 
dangerous drug outside of 
school. 
A student expelled for the 
balance of the semester will 
receive no credit for that 
semester. In all cases, the 
student and his parents or 
guardians may appeal the 
expulsion to the superin­ 
tendent of schools and to the 
School Board.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Please help me. How can I remove 
those stick-on decals that are put in the bathtub to keep one 
from slipping? — MRS.L.B. 
DEAR MRS.L.B. — Work one edge loose with a putty 
knife so you can get a firm hold. Then pull, lf hard to do add 
water and then pull again. When all or most of the decal is 
off remove the remaining bits and the adhesive with linseed 
oil or lacquer thinner. As these are probable fire hazards 
you might prefer a hard scrubbing with a good household 
cleanser. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is when I order something 
from a mail order catalogue or an ad in the paper and then have 
them send something different. I live alone and cannot manage 
back zippers and often order a dress requesting that it must not 
have a back zipper. Then they send two or three that zip down the 
back. I have to spend postage and the cost of insurance and it 
simply is not worth it. What can I do? Are people too busy to read 
instructions or is it that they just do not care? — FRANCES. 
DEAR POLLY — Many of us who knit and crochet are left with 
lots of odd lengths of yarn. I remember Elva writing that she has 
this problem. Being one of those who save every little bit I would 
like to pass on some ways I use them. The tiny bits are pushed into 
a dispenser until there is enough to fill a pin cushion that I make 
from scraps of pretty leftover materials. With the longer lenghts 
I have pot holders and “Bookworms” that are, of course, book 
marks Often these are made of several colors carefully joined 
together. To make a “bookworm” first leave four or five inches 
in a straight length of yam. Then crochet a length of about 70 
chain stitches (18 inches using an H hook). Into the 4th stitch 
from the hook make 6 double crochet for the head. After this 
crochet a single crochet into each succeeding chain for about five 
inches and fasten off, hiding the end. This naturally curls up and 
simulates a worm; winding the finished length around a pencil 
helps curl it even more. Eyes can be made of a contrasting color. 
I often pull out the ends to the front to look like fangs or a tongue. 
Lengths of yarn in rainbow colors can be made into bed booties 
for youngsters. Such things can make thoughtful little gifts. — 
M.M.

all over the world. 
Although employed by the

the 


more than 350 Federal police 
conducted their business just 
the sam e as in any city in the 
USA. 
“We were assigned duties 
such 
as 
patrol. 
and 
som etim es it was in a police 
car and other times it was a 
beat," Barnes said. He also 
indicated that the uniforms 
worn by the Canal police 
were similar, as well, to 
other policeman throughout 
the United States. 
Not Canal Guards 
Barnes said though the 
police did not 
guard the 
canal itself (that was a job 
for security guards), their 
tieat covered the 50-mile-by- 
fivc-mile strip on either side 
of the canal. 
During the 1964 riots in 
that area. Barnes said it did 
som etim es 
get 
very 
dangerous and there were 
policemen shot and injured. 
However he learned from a 
friend of his who passed 
through recently that at the 


present, the Zone is quiet. 
“ There are P anam ians 
who want the Americans to 
stay, but the other element 
keeps pushing to get us out," 
Barnes said 
When 
asked if he 
felt 
America should relinguish 
rights to the Canal to any 
other nation, 
Barnes an­ 
swered with an emphatic 
"no!” 
I fs Our Canal 
“We built that canal and 
we 
m aintain 
it, 
and 
generally relations there are 
very good, but of course, as 
in so many other places, 
there are forces that would 
like to see America retreat,” 
he said 
He did say the canal is 
much like a 
border and 
sometimes things can 
be 
sticky. 
"People are allowed free 
access from one side of the 
Zone 
to 
the other 
and 
frequently something gets 
started." he explained. 
Barnes said that years ago 
in the area, the inhabitants 
were either rich or very 
poor. but he has seen a 
gradual 
upsurge 
of 
a 
m o d e r a te ly 
w ell-to -d o 
middle class of people there, 
and it is they who realize the 
need for American presence 
in their land, and want them.

In d e p e n d e n t 
producers from entering the 
field and will seriously 
curtail increased drilling by 
all other producers.

Monday night, 
told 
his 
audience that there is some 
sentiment in the savings and 
loan business for demand 
despot authority and for 
som e 
consumer 
credit 
authority. He said that the 
U.S. League 
has taken 
a stand in favor of these two 
authorities 
Bowles, who is also board 
chairman and president of 
Dallas Federal Savings and 
Loan Assn . explained the 
League position 
“ One of the reasons that 
we are concerned about the 
demand deposit 
authority 
and the need for some 
consumer credit power is 
tied into the problem of the 
rapid advancement of funds 
transfer technology, the so 
called Electronic Funds 
Transfer revolution which is 
sweeping 
through 
the 
financial 
field 
with 
a 
rapidity 
not 
generally 
recognized by many bankers 
or many savings and loan 
executives. 
“ We need checking ac­ 


counts in our business to 
make sure we are not left out 
in the cold as we move into a 
society with more ingenious 
systems of funds transfer 
We must be very careful that 
with an increasing per­ 
centage of business done on 
direct deposit basis between 
employers and the govern­ 
ment on one hand and 
financial institutions on the 
other that 
we 
are not 
bypassed in this area. We 
regard checking accounts as 
a vital way-station in the 
rapidly changing world of 
funds transfer technology ” 


The League president said 
that consumer credit powers 
are needed for the same 
reason — to keep up with 
coming 
funds 
transfer 
changes. He pointed out that 
Congress 
is studying a 
proposed m oratorium on 
electronic 
point-of-sale 
terminals in all financial 
institutions until a Special 
Com mission 
on 
Funds 
Transfer has reviewed the 
situation. 
The League, Bowies said, 
is in opposition to the 
moratorium and would like 
to 
see 
continued 
ex ­ 


perimentation in this field. 
“ Savings 
and 
loan 
associations are in many 
cases ahead of commercial 
banks perhaps in establish­ 
ment of point-of-sale ter­ 
minals,” he said. “ However, 
this is an area in which 
commercial banks can catch 
up very fast. It should also 
be remembered that com­ 
mercial banks can provide 
an overdraft I essentially a 
personal loan) while the only 
service we can pitrride is for 
a family to tap their savings 
accounts lo pay various 
household bills.” 


Legislation concerning oil

Every year, about I million 
adolescents run away from 
home 
And every year, more than 
I million old people reluc 
tantlv pack their bags and 
move into nursing homes. 
Jesse and 
Ida 
Frankel 
think the teen-agers and the 
old folks should get together. 
"The runaways and the 
throwaways have a lot in 
common.” said Frankel, a 
specialist 
in 
in- 
tergenerational 
problems. 
“ Both groups feel neglected 
by the young and middle- 
aged adults whose primary 


concern is their careers. And 
both groups are forced to 
mingle mostly with people 
their own age.” 
And 
that, 
the 
couple 
believes, is the problem 
“ Young people and old 
people have a natural af­ 
finity for one another, ’ said 
Mrs. Frankel. who for the 
past several years has been 
helping her husband do 
research for a book on inter- 
age conflicts. 
“ The young thrive on the 
unquestioning love of their 
grandparents, and the old 
people respond to the energy 
and 
enthusiasm 
of 
the 


youngsters." 
The solution, in Frankers 
opinion, is to put an end to 
age segregation. 
“ That won t be easy," he 
said. "Age segregation has 
been carried to extremes in 
America. The young adults 
are buying homes in the 
suburbs and putting their 
children in day care centers. 
“ The old people are left in 
the city, or if they have a 
little money are moving into 
those horrible retirem ent 
villages.” 
His wife agreed. “ When a 
large 
group 
of 
people 
gathers on a street corner, 
the cops tell them to break it 
up,” she said. “ We’re telling 
Americans the same thing: 
break it up.” 
As

first 
step, 
the 
Frankels would like to see all 
private nursing homes shut 
down. A few state-run in­ 
stitutions would be reserved 
for the very ill 
“ The elderly should be 
allowed to live in their own 
homes, even if they have to 
Im* cared for there.’

DEAR MRS. S.F. — The following suggestions were put 
out by the Aluminum Institute. Bare aluminum weathers 
with time as do anodized surfaces,but more slowly. Once 
darkened it is hard to bring back the shine. If one wants to 
keep exterior aluminum bright, wax or acquer b^ore 
begins to weather. Wash the aluminum with]mild soap and 
water, let dry and apply wax of any kind, including 
automobile or floor wax. Keep clean by washing with wa ter 
and wiping dry with a clean cloth. Waxed, lacquered, or 
left-as-is aluminum on the exterior can be kept bright and 
clean with mild cleaners, that is soaps or detergents that 
are gentle enough to be used by bare hands. Abrasive 
cleaners can be used on bare aluminum that has weath*™[ 
mildly and also cleaners marked for aluminum care. spot 
test anything. For more severe darkening of bare 
aluminum use steel wool, fine sandpaper orother 
to remove the oxidation on the surface. Any scratches that 
may be left can be removed by using a finer abrasive. 
Anodized aluminum is cleaned the same way e*<£Pl J* 
harsh abrasive vigorously used may damage its fi“l*hso 
sandpaper, etc., should be used only when all else has 
failed.—POLLY.

COLUMBIA, Mo (UPI) - 
\ preliminary look into a 
suggested 
link 
between 
ntestinal cancer and meat 
fating has produced more 
questions than answers 
The idea 
is 
based on 
statistics that the highest 
rate of such cancers is in 
industrialized nations such 
as the United States, where 
much meat is consumed, and 
the lowest rate is in places 
like rural Japan, where the 
diet is vegetarian 
Studies showed that when 
rural Japanese moved to 
areas with high intestinal 
cancer rates, they did not 
develop the cancer as long as 
they 
stuck 
to 
their 
vegetarian diet, but did 
contract cancer if they 
switched lo meat 
When meat is eaten, in 
creased amounts of acid 
steroids, or bile acids, are 
secreted into the intestines 
to break down the food.

of the diets. 
UMC microbiologist David 
J Hentges said the lack of 
change between the diets 
failed lo match results of 
other studies 
• This was a su rp rise 
because other studies had 
showed acid steroids to be 
significantly higher in the 
feces of those eating high- 
meat diets,” he reported to a 
recent 
conference of the 
Am erican 
Meat 
Science 
Association. 
In addition, the high-meat 
diet 
contained 
m ore 
cholesterol than the other 
diets, 
but 
the volunteers 
expelled less cholesterol 
w ith the high meat diet than 
when they were eating no 
meat at all 
“We still don't know what 
happened 
to 
that 
cholesterol,” Hentges said. 
The preliminary results 
meant that besides not being 
able to prove a connection 
between eating meat and 
intestinal 
cancer. 
the 
scientists could not 
even 
confirm that 
people with 
different diets have different 
amounts of chemicals and 
bacteria in their intestines. 


However. 
som e 
dif­ 
ferences in the intestinal 
chem istry betw een high- 
m eat and no-m eat diets 
could be turned up when the 
study is finished. By that 
time, the feces of the volun­ 
teers 
will 
have 
been 
examined for more than 300 
kinds

bacteria

chemical compounds, and 
the results will be analyzed 
by 
organic 
chem ists, 
biochemists, 
nutritionists,

Hentges said his group s 
study is only a start. 
“What we need now is a 
longterm study —one where 
we can really look at those

- Oswald Kaduk rose in the 
prisoner’s dock a decade ago 
and yelled ‘‘liar, liar” at a 
prosecution witness. 
The w itness, speaking 
through sobs that cam e 
when he saw the men who 
kept him in Nazi Germ any’s 
bloodiest death camp, had 
just testified that Kaduk — a 
former 
Nazi 
SS torturer 
noted for killing with an 
alpenstock — m urdered his 
brother with a blow from the 
mountain-climbing pick. 
“You lie. You lie. I killed 
him with no alpenstock,” 
Kaduk shouted in the Frank­ 
furt. G erm any, trial. “ I 
killed him with my bare 
hands.” 
So m onstrous a re the 
deeds at Auschwitz that the 
incident gained but a few 
lines in the record of the 21- 
month-long trial of the men 
of Auschwitz. But Tuesday’s 
visit by President Ford may 
remind the world, as well as 
the chief executive, 
that 
Auschwitz is a monument to 
just how inhumane man can 
be to his brother.

victims inside and the door 
locked, the SS men would 
drop pellets of Zyklon-B into 
a cup of acid in the roof and 


the rest was left to the 
squads picking over the 
corp ses 
for 
gold 
teeth 
fillings, hidden rings and 
other valuables, and human 
hair to feed H itler’s war 
machine. 
Hoess took pride in the fact 
th a t 
Auschwitz 
and 
its 
companion women’s cam p, 
B irkenau, kept ac re s of 
munitions factories at work 
as well as the gas overs. 
Estim ates from Allied and 
legal records indicate that 
between four and six million 
persons, 
m ostly 
Jew s, 
perished in Auschwitz. 
The Communist govern­ 
m ent of Poland turned the 
stinking rem nants of Ausch­ 
witz 
into 
an 
open-air 
museum. It no doubt served 
th eir anti-W est G erm an 
policy in the Cold War years 
but it also reminded the not 
frequent 
Western 
visitors 
what m an, unleashed, can 
do.
